hypocrisy,” he charged. 

“Unless PT&T hires Asian re- 
CUiters，cCarries OUt an aggresSive 
Policy of affirmative action and 
extensively modifies its institu- 
tionalized and essentially racist 
personnel Practices and policies， 
we do not see any possibility of 
significant improvement over the 
Present Situation said Wang. 

Wang made ten “minimal ”rec- 
ommendations to rectify the un- 
just situation. Among them are: 
achieving racial parity of 6.2 per 
cent ,Asians at “all levels” by 
1976，hiring Asian recruiters and 
bilingual supervisors, linking train- 
ing programs with community 
agencies, hiring immigrants in jobs 
requiring .little or no English- 
speaking ability，bilingual opera- 
tors, etc，

An ad hoc committee of about 
100 Asian students at UC Berke- 
ley voted last Friday to support 
three issues involved at the boy- 
cotted campus. 

Meeting at the Unitas House 
across the street from the campus， 
their vote called for the immedi- 
ate,，unconditional, and total with- 
drawal from Southeast Asia，sup- 
port for the Boalt Hall strike, and 
Support for the campus work stop- 
Pagse. 

Blacks，Asians, and Chicanos are 
protesting faculty intentions toe 
reduce the_ number of special ad- 
mission students to 25 per cent of 
the entering freshmen class at 
Boalt Hall, the campus law school. 

Last fall, 31 per cent of the stu- 
dents entered under the special 
admlssions program，which allows 
minority students _ into the law 
school even though their LSATI 
and high school grade point aver- 
ages do not qualify them for regu- 
lar admission. 

Penny Nakatsu，a law student， 
said that the Asian American Law 
Students Association is asking for 
a.guarantee of 25 Asian American 
students enrolled through the spe- 
cial program in fall "72，and the 
right to select Asian applicants 
who have the most potential to 
return to their communities as 
legal advocates. 

Chicanos, who had been occupy- 
jing the _ administration office，left 
Thursday night after reportedly 
setting a date with the administra- 
tion to explain their grievances. 
They are_ demanding that popula- 
tion parity (now at 15-18 per 
cent) be permanentiy established 
at the ljaw school. 

Black population in the nation 
was estimated at 10 per cent and 
probably higher ip California. Ac- 
cording to these figures，blacks 
and Chicanos comprise 25 Per 
cent of the population. 

With few regular qualifying mi- 
nority students entering the 
school，a 25 per cent limit on 
special admission students would 
leave minority enrollment below 
the population parity level. 

A source in Boalt Hall said that 
reasons for the cutback could be 
that admitting 31 per cent special 
students last year coOuld have been 
a miscalculation and the faculty 
has decided to pursue its former 
policy this_ year. Also，the four- 
year _ program is in the experi- 
mental stage and data is still being 
gathered _ concerning an equitable 
number of special admission stu- 
dents. 

The ad hoc committee also 
voted to support the Buildqing 
Trades Union; whose members are 
staying off their jobs while trying 
to establish themght as a union to 
negotiate with the university on 
higher wages and grievances.

SEATTLE 一 A 20-me 放 ber Gov- 
ermor's Asian American Advisory 
Council has been created by an 


-exXecutive order issued by Washing- 


ton governor Dan 了 vans. 

In the executive order Evans 
Said: 

“Today's concerred Asian 
Americans are seeking greater par- 
ticipation through representation 
in our government，society，and 
economy. It is appropriate that 
the unique concerns and problems 
of the Asian American communi- 
ties_ in this state be carefully ex- 
amined in order that policy rec- 
ommendations with respect to 
tbhese commaunities may be formu- 
lated. To assist in the examination 
of such issues, it is important that 
the ideas,，talents and recommen- 
dations of persons from these 
corminunities be obtained.” 

了 vans has asked the council “to 
examine and define issues pertain- 
ing to the rights and needs of 
Asian Americans in contemPporary 
America and-to make recommen- 
dations to the governor and state 
agencies with respect to desirable 
changes in program in ljaw.” 

In addition，the govermmor said 
that the council will provide a link 
between Asian communities and 
the general Public.

In a surprising move，the San 
Francisco _ Planning Commission， 
led by outspoken Commissioner 
John Ritchie，refused to approve 
the long-studied low-to-moderate- 
income housing development Pro- 
posedat Stockton and Sacramento 
streets. The 210-unit project was 
one of the major proposals in the 
recently completed 18-month 
study of Chinatown recreation and 
housing needs. 


County, and Municipal Employees， 
which has about 500.members on 
campus，asked，“Should Asians 
Support the Building Trades 
Union，which is of questionable 
racist status?” 

“None of us can claim to be 
Perfectiy free of guilt on the ques- 
tion of racism,” she answered her- 
seljf“but Third World people have 
to struggle against Reagan and the 
Tegents.” 

“TIf they (UC) break this strike 
by the Building .Trades” Union， 
then all demands raised by 
AFSCME will be set back five 
years," she said. 

Little was said about the bomb- 
ing step-up in Vietnam，probably 
because it's all been said before， 
but -the students did plan to -at- 
tend the mass rally demonstration 
against the war at 必 ezar Stadium 
last Saturday-. 


The study itself was sponsored 
by the Planning Commission，and 
their staff had recommended the 
proposed density because that 1s 
the density agreed upon by acoa- 
lition of leaders representing the 
Chinese community-. 

Ritchie questioned the denslity 
of the development，the、over- 
abundance of redevelopment Proj- 
ects, the adequacy of parking, and 
racial bias that might make the 
development “exclusively Chi- 
nese.， He also noted that there is a 
high-rise controversy in San Eran- 
Clsco. 

Voting 4-0 to send the vote 
back to the Planning Commission 
Staff for further study of design 
and density,， were Ritchie, Thomas 
Miller，representing Chief Admin- 
istrative officer Thomas Mellon， 
and Commissioners Walter New- 
man and James Finn.Commission- 
er Mortimer Fleishhacker, who was 
an active participant in the China- 
town project, was not present. 

Rev. Harry Chuck of Cameron 
House，co-chairman of the 50- 
member Chinatown Coalition for 
Better 了 ousing，expressed surprise 
at the decision and felt that the 
members of the Commission must 
not understand the Problems in 
Chinatown. “They have mnever 
gone into -the community and 
seen five or Six people sleeping in 
one room.”The vote meant the 
Commission “had voted its own 
classvalues and applied them'to a 
community with different values,” 
Chuck said.

QUALITY OF LIVING， 


In a crass，insenslitive,，absurd declslon, the San Franclsco 
Planning Commission refused to approve the recommenda- 
tions of its own staff for a desperately needed 210-unit 
housing site at Stockton and Sacramento Streets (See Story 
on page one). 

Commissioner John Ritchie，a real estate broker,， spearheaded tihe 
asSsault against the project because in his words he is“concerned 
about the quality of living.” The quality of whose living?Certainly 


- not the 26 per cent of the total population of the Chinatown area 


who live in overcrowded unlts (defined by the U.S. Census Bureau as 
1.1 persons per room 一 and these figures understate the case，both 
because of deficiencies in the census-taking procedures in Chinatown 
and because of inclusion of higher-income housing on Russian, Nob， 
and Telegraph Hills; moreover，60 per cent of Chinatown housing 
ls in violation of housing codes). Not the quality of living of the Chil- 
nese mother and father who must bring up two or three children in a 
one-room apartment elther. 

Mr. Ritchie ls bothered by the 210-unlt density for the 15-lot Site. 
He fears ghetto overcrowding and would like to see Chinese famillies 
In the low-rise housing projects now being bnuilt in the Western Addi- 
tion redevelopment， Commissioner Ritchie feels the development 
would nor create “a partlicularly good life style” 

PLANNING FOR WHOM4? 

But the Stockton-Sacramento Site ls Zoned R-5，and a real estate 
friend of Mr. Ritchie could, if he wanted,，come right in and build a 
300-unilt building on the same site. Also, if the proposed density went 
below 200 units, it could not be subsidized by the government. The 
Poor and low-income people would not be able to afford the rents 
and we would have another Mandarin Towers on Our hands. Ritchile 
and the other Planning Commissioners certalinly knew this. 

Why the unexpected reversal in a project thar was thought by the 
Planning Commisslon stafft and bythe Chinatown Coalition for Better 
Housing to be a sure thing? Is Ritchie running interference for a more 
complex CIty plan? Why were Commilsslioners Fleishhacker and 
Mellon，members who had worked closely with the Chinatown com- 
Imunity on this project，absent from the meeting? The waiting list for 
low-cost housing unilts 1s over 70 per cent Chinese,，because there are 
so many Chinese who desperately need housing. Does Ritchie claim 
otherwise? 

A BLACK DAY 

It was 3a black day for the Commilsslon and it was a black day for 
Chinatown housing. The project ls not dead. It goes back to the staff 
where 1it will be reconslidered and then hopefully resubmitted to the 
Commission in time to*be approved and given to the Board of Super- 
Visors before the June deadline for projects subject to Housing and 
Urban Development grants. If the planners kill the Project a second 
time,， there will most certalinly be a full year delay. Rev. Chuck of the 
Chinatown Coalition feels that the _ community will“have to ralfy 
ourselves in a show of solidarity”for the project to Succeed. 

MUTUAL TRUST 

If a project such as this，with remackable community unity and 
communlty backing，cannot get past the Commission, then the other 
more difflicult and more controversial projects of the 701 study begin 
to look like a utoplan dream. The remarkable cooperative Spirit 
among government and city agencles, the Planning Commission，and 
the Chinatown community will die and there“just won'tbe any more 
mutual trust，according to Chuck. 

The Planning Commisslion questions high-rises and low-cost housing 
for blacks and Chinese but they ok high-rise apartments with double 
the denslty for the rich on Russian Hill. What is going on and when 
are We golng to StOpP it?

A 14 year old Marina Jun- 
ior High student was Shot in 
the hand yesterday, another 
boy was beaten in what'the 
boys deseribed as continuing 
gang assaults by Chinese 
students at the school. 

The wounded youth，John 
Sustarich，a 9th grade stu- 
dent，Ssaid he and a friend 
Were assaulted outside the

youths took part， he said， 


My cousins 
who were standing behind took 
one glarice at my father and they 
knew what was going to happen， 
SO they Ian and left me standing 
there alone with no back-up what- 
Soever. He paid Frank his $3.50， 
then he looked at me with that 
real mean，disgusted look and 工 
knew what was going to happen 
to me. He grabbed me by the arm 
and dragged me out of the shop 
and began to slap me. He slapped 
me all the way to the laundry. 

Once inside the laundry he 
dragged me until we were near 3 
machine that had all of the rubber 
belts. He took off two of them 
and began to whip me with the 
rubber belts. 


I _ started to 
scream and yell hoping that one 
of my uncles or aunts would stop 
him. After about ten minutes of 
whipping，one of my aunties 
stopped him，getting herself 
whipped also. He was still mad so 
he threw the belts on the floor 
and gave me a loud lecture and 
threatened that if he ever caught 
me stealing，he'd do worse than 
that. Then he left. 

Boy! You should have seen all 
my black and blue whip marks. 
I must've cried for two:hours be- 
cause it hurt so much. Then of all 
times，my grandparents returned 
and when they found out what 
had happened, all hell broke loose 
in the laundry. While my grand- 
mother was attending to my 
bruises with some Chinese herbs， 
she asked me if I had stolen from 
Frank，and I told her the truth 
backed by the word of my cou- 
sins。When she heard what I told 
her, she blew her top.

David Minar (Eawcatiomal Decr- 
Sio1-Mapizg . .， . :School Board 
ad ComM2U7tty 了 iages，1965) 
found thatlow-conflict school sys- 
tems result (1) from a large PrIo- 
portion of citizenry with high in- 
comes,， education， and oOoccupa- 
tions，(2) from school boards 束 v- 
ing superintendents wide latitudes 
of initiative and decision，and (3) 
from school boards concerning 
themselves Primarily with matters 
pertaining to _ finance and con- 
struction . 

Given these findings, itas no SuUI- 
prise that San Franciscos public 
school system seemms to be a high- 
conflict school system. Its citizen- 
ryY does not at all reflect any 
homogeneity of income levels， 
education，or occupation. Rather， 
its citizenry is one of heterogene- 
ity and diversity. with all its atten- 
dant potential conflicts. There was 
a time when San Francisco's di- 
verse citizenry was virtually sub- 
ordinated and dominated by an 
Anglo，middle-class _ culture and 
political system. However,， with an 
awakening consciousness of minor- 
ity worth，the levels of conflict 
made possibleby diversity are now 
becoming more open. The public 
school system，in certain Ways 
more open to _ public contact 
(though_it has its own set of de- 
fenses from the public) has been 
made the battleground between 
the haves and the have-nots，be- 
tween the old and the ne w-. 

Although San Francisco?s citi-

Zenry has never been homogene- 
ous,， it once behaved .as 这 it were. 
Take the second point mentioned 
above. In the Past San Erancisco 
school superintendents had wider 
latitudes of Power. At Present， 
with the school board members 
more polarized and representing 
more diverse interests,， School 
superintendent Thomas Shaheen 
finds himself facing a board giving 
him less and less initiative than he 
would like. 

In a like manner, from the third 
Point mentioned above, San Fran- 
cisco's public school board mem- 
bers _ certainly are not content to 
deal only with matters of finance 
and construction. The entire range 
of education，Frightftully，is the 
territory of San Francisco's Public 
school board. 

What all this says，though，ijs 
that with or without Dr. Shaheen， 
San Francisco's public school sys- 
tem has a high potential for con- 
fict 一 more so with superinten- 
dents such as Shaheen and Eugene 
Howard who put themselves on 
the side of change，innovation， 
and the have-nots. If Asian Ameni- 
cans view themselves as in need of 
innovation and as have-nots，they 
would be .wise to see what Sha- 
heen and Howard are fighting for 
before they yell for Shaheen and 
Howard's heads.

Huang Zi was born in 玫 iangsu 
Province near Shanghai in 1904. 
At the age of 12 he entered Tsing- 
hua Preparatory School in Peking. 
He began his musical training 
there by taking up .the Piano at 
the age of 16， and followed that 
up by embarking upon the study 
of miusical theory and harmony. 

In 1924，Huang completed his 
Preparatory work, and left for the 
U.S. to .enter Oberlin College for 
his higher education. Not having 
fully decided upon his life's work， 
he chose psychology as his major， 
but with music as a minor, How- 
ever some time during this period 
Huang made the fateful decision 
to cast his lot with a musical 
career， because he majored -in 
musical theory and composition 
at Yale University in 1926. After 
his graduation in 1929，Huang Zi 
returned to China, where he taught 
at Hujiang University for a brief 
spell before joining the faculty of 
the National 0 of Mu- 
sic in Shanghai. 


This conservatory was estab- 
lished by the Chinese government 
in 1927. Xiao Youmai，a Canton- 
ese and graduate of Leipzig Music 
Academy，was appointed princi- 
pal. Under his guidance,，the con- 
servatory expanded considerably 
and the staff was strengthened by 
the addition of competent Pro- 
fessors，Among the most famous 
and probably the best ,remem- 
bered of these was Huang Zi. 

Huang Zi taught musical theory 
and _ composition. Later he was 
made dean of the conservatory 
and remained at that post until 
the end of his brief career of less 
than a decade. 

Following the MarcoPolo Bridge 
incident near Peking in 1937, the 
Japanese attacked Shanghai. After 
the city fell Huang was unable to 
be evacuated and died there of 
paratyphoid on May 9, 1938. He 


”was only 34. 


For the most part， 本 六 5 lived 
and worked in the academic en- 
vironment of the conservatory. 
Thus his exposure to the intense 
social and political struggles then 
going on in China was limited. 
This was reflected in his composi- 
tions，the greater part of which 
treated of 1lyrical and nostalgic 
themes. However，the 1930s saw 
the beginning of Japanese aggres- 
sion in China. 

This was a question of national 
survival which the overwhelming 
majority of the people felt keenly， 
and Huang was no exception. He 
was inspired to write anumber of 
patriotic songs which became very 
popular. In 1932，he also under-

took to compose an opera-style 
song in ten movements，“The 
Tragedy of the Imperial Concu- 
bine Yang Guifei” This major 
work is said to satirize the lack of 
will to resist Japan's aggression as 
well as the dissipated lives led by 
some of the officials of the Na- 
tionalist government，TIhe work 
was never finished. 

Huang Zi is generally acknowl- 
edged as one of the most impor- 
tant 下 gures in Pre-World War II 
Chinese Imusical circles. He was 
not only famed as a cormposem but 
was also influential in shaping the 
development of moderm musical 
theory and ,musical education. 
When he taught at the conservVa- 
tory,， he was responsibie for train- 
ing practically every well-known 
Imusician of the era in theory and 
composition.
